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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action follows a response filed on July 30, 2002, Claims 5, 9, and 12 were 
amended to correct matters of form. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham \. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 



3. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 
No. 4,767,833 to Yumoto et al in view of JP 56-41216 for the same reasons set forth in the 
previous office action (Paper No. 8). 
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Response to Arguments 

4, The Applicants traverse the rejection of claims 1-12 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 4,767,833 to Yumoto et al in view of P 56-41216. The 
Applicant's arguments have been considered folly, but they are not persuasive. 

The Applicants submit that it would not have been obvious to one having skill in the art 
to replace styrene-butadiene in Yumoto et aL with polybutadiene, as described in P 56-41216. 
Their reasoning lies in the fact that use of polybutadiene rubber is well-known in the art "to lead 
to difficulties in maintaining the viscosity at low values." It is not clear what is meant by this 
notion. The nature of the difficulty as pertains to the present composition/article of manufacture 
has not been elucidated. The term "low values" is ambiguous. It is unclear whether this term 
describes low viscosity values, low values of polybutadiene in the composition, or some other 
abstract concept. 

The Applicants have fornished data to support their argument, but the data are equally 
unconvincing. The tables merely show differing solution viscosities of various polybutadiene 
and styrene-butadiene rubbers. Solution viscosity is often used to characterize polymers. That 
the Applicants may extrapolate conclusions concerning the present composition/article of 
manufacture from these physical properties is not evident. 

It is maintained that one having skill in the art would find it obvious to arrive at the 
present invention because such an embodiment is within the teachings of the two references. It 
would be obvious to combine references because both describe impact resistant, transparent 
materials made from essentially the same components. Furthermore, JP 56-41216 clearly shows 
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that polybutadiene and styrene-butadiene rubbers may be used interchangeably. Even the 
Applicants submit that replacement of styrene-butadiene rubber with polybutadiene leads to 
improvement of transparency and shock resistance. Thus, it would be obvious to do likewise in 
order to achieve the desired optical property recited in present claims.
